Attached is a copy of this morning* s evacua- 
tion status report from Saigon 0 It reflects 
that 926 Americans were evacuated, and 
that the number of aliens to be evacuated 
increased by 500 for a net drawdown yester- 
day of 426. The number of American 
citizens remaining to be evacuated is 3, 839. 

While the net change since yesterday is 
valid, its components are not due to a 
decision to shift the Vietnamese wives and 
children of Americans out of the "American 
Citizens* Dependent 11 category and into the 
"Alien Evacuee" category.
